To  the  Mayor,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

I'ir.  Mayor,  I'lr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  twentieth 
annual  report  on  the  v;ork  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  birth  rate  increased  during  the  year  to  16,86  per  thousand 
population  compared  with  a figure  of  16,20  in  19^6  and  the  number  of  still- 
births declined.  There  was  also  a reduction  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
although  the  rate  of  33*96  is  still  higher  than  the  national  average.  The 
death  rate,  however,  increased  to  15*44  from  14*20  in  1966  largely  as  a 
result  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  cancer  althou^  there  was  a 
small  increase  in  deaths  from  heart  disease. 

Measles  once  again  was  the  most  frequently  occurring  infectious 
disease  and  it  is  hoped  the  forthcoming  campaign  of  vaccination  against  it 
will  lead  to  its  decline  as  has  been  demonstrated  with  diphtheria  and 
poliomyelitis.  I trust  the  parents  of  Dukinfield  v/ill  support  us  in  our 
endeavours  to  reduce  its  incidence. 

During  the  year  you  considered  a report  on  those  houses  in  the  tov/n 
with  an  expected  life  of  fifteen  years.  After  many  meetings  and  amendments 
you  approved  the  final  list  which  v/ill  form  the  basis  of  our  slum  clearance 
schemes.  It  has  not  been  easy  to  decide  which  houses  are  to  be  included  and 
which  excluded  and  controversy  is  still  aroused  over  certain  groups. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  members  of  the 
Committee  and  staff  for  all  the  help  and  encouragement  they  have  given  me.

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PHYSICAL  F3ATURES 


Lukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  Lank  of  the  River  Tame  which  forms  its 
northern  and  western  hound ary.  The  town  itself  is  mainly  situated  on  gradually 
sloping  ground  hut  the  eastern  end  of  the  town  which  is  largely  rural  in 
character,  rises  to  a height  of  700  feet. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  industries  of  the  town,  like  many  similar  towns  in  the  northwest  of 
the  country,  have  become  more  varied  since  the  last  war  and  cotton  is  no 
longer  the  main  industry.  These  are,  principally,  engineering,  hoilermaking, 
and  rope  manufacturing,  in  addition  to  cotton.  Several  small  factories  have 
heen  established  in  the  Gate  Street  area  following  slum  clearance  in  that 
part  of  the  tov/n.  There  is  in  addition,  a variety  of  other  industries 
producing  goods  of  modern  type  such  as  plastics,  rubber  goods  and  insulating 
materials  and  these  smaller  industries  are  gradually  replacing  those  which 
occupied  large  buildings.  In  this  connection,  I v/ould  draw  your  attention  to 
the  large  cotton  mills  now  used  for  other  purposes  and  the  growth  of  smaller 
industries  in  the  Tudor  Estate  and  Tame  Valley  areas. 


Improvement  of  housing  conditions  continues  to  play  a major  role  in  the 
work  of  the  department  and  you  declared  the  following  areas  during  the  yeari-

These  numbers  bring  the  total  you  have  dealt  with  since  1955  "to  1«550  in 
either  Clearance  Areas  or  as  individually  unfit  - approximately  120  a year. 
This  means  that  the  programme  of  slum  clearance  laid  down  in  1955  baa 
virtually  been  completed  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  carry  out  a further 
review  to  determine  those  houses  expected  to  have  a fifteen  year  life.  This 
task  was  not  so  easy  and  the  final  report  was  only  arrived  at  v/ith  difficulty 
and  following  several  meetings.  Even  now  many  of  the  houses  included  have 
been  the  cause  of  controversy  and  debate. 


I think  it  appropriate  to  mention  hero  the  results  of  the  records  kept 
of  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  which  are  stamped  by  the  Health 
Department.  In  all,  62  certificates  were  endorsed  mainly  because  Dukinfield 
residents  were  going  abroad  for  holidays  to  places  such  as  Australia,  U.S.A., 
Germany  and  Italy.  Twentyfive  certificates  wore  issued  to  residents 
emigrating  to  Australia.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

• There  were  9 infant  deaths  in  19^7  giving  a rate  of  33-96  as  compared 
with  the  national  figure  of  I8.3.  Five  of  these  deaths  occurred  within  4 
days  of  Lirth.  One  death  from  whooping  cough  at  3 months  emphasises  the 
need  for  immunisation  at  an  early  age. 

DH^iTH  RATE 


The  nuraher  of  deaths  was  247  representing  an  adjusted  rate  of  15-44  per 
thousand  population.  There  were  133  male  deaiihs  and  114  female  deaths.  Heart 
disease  was  the  raain  cause  of  deathj  74  cases j and  of  these  43  were 
attributed  to  disease  of  the  coronary  arteries.  Cancer  (all  sites)  accounted 
for  59  deaths  of  which  I6  were  cancer  of  the  lung  and  only  one  cancer  of  the 
uterus.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system  were  third  in 
importance  being  responsible  for  35  deaths.

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INFJiCTIOUS  DISKASES 


Two  hundred  and  thirtyeight  cases  of  infectious  disease  v;ere  notified 
to  me,  the  greatest  offender  being  measles  with  132  victims.  Sonne 
dysentery  was  responsible  for  51  cases  and  there  v/ere  41  cases  of  v;hooping 
cough  - the  largest  incidence  for  13  years.  This  latter  figure,  I regret 
to  report,  included  one  death  in  a baby  of  3 months  old.  I cannot  stress 
too  often  the  need  for  adequate  protection  for  children  at  risk  by 
immunisation,  either  at  the  doctor’s  surgery  or  the  clinics.  Measles 
vaccination  is  nov;  available  and  although  the  campaign  is  just  starting  as 
I write  this,  I hope  parents  v/ill  take  advantage  of  the  scheme  to  reduce 
the  incidence  of  a disease  which  can  give  rise  to  many  complications.

The  County  Medical  Officer  continues  to  arrange  for  the  frequent 
testing  of  milk  saiaples  in  this  area  and  the  results,  which  are  forwarded 
to  me,  are  summarised  in  Tables  XIII  (a)  and  (b).  Action  was  taken  in  the 
cases  of  the  2 cows  excreting  brucella  infected  milk. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  v/ritten  to  me  as  follows s- 

"In  October,  1966  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a circular  (Circular 
17/66)  giving  guidance  concerning  the  av plication  of  Regulation  20  of  the 
Lilk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959?  and  suggesting  sampling 
frequencies  and  procedures  with  regard  to  brucellosis. 

These  sampling  frequencies  were  fully  implemented  at  the  beginning 
of  1967,  and  herds  giving  a milk  ring  test  positive  reading  on  Dealer 
(Herd)  Samples  were  investigated  on  a four-monthly  cycle  by  the  collection 
of  individual  cow  samples  or  in  the  Case  of  tho  larger  hords  .by  group 
samples  followed  by  individual  cow  samples  from  cows  in  the  milk  ring 
test  positive  groups. 

As  a result  of  this  sampling,  and  the  "follow  up"  field  work 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  of  the  District  Coi.mcils,  the  incidence  of  milk  ring  test 
positivity  and,  therefore,  brucella  infection,  in  the  .’rav/  milk*  herds 
in  the  County,  decreased  considerably  as  the  year  progressed.  This 
considerable  improvement  is  clearly  shown  by  the  follov/ing  "County" 
figures  for  the  253  'raw  milk*  herds  involved.  During  the  first  four- 
month  period  IO6  investigations  were  carried  out^  durin^  the  second 
period  63p  and  during  the  final  period  29.  Unfortunately,  investigations 
virtually  ceased  at  tho  end  of  October  because  of  restrictions  imposed 
by  the  Foot  and  Mouth  epidemic,  but,  even  so,  it  was  estimated  that  it 
would  have  been  necessary  to  carry  out  only  36  investigations  in  the 
final  period. 

There  are  2 dairy  herds  in  Dukinfield  from  which  raw'  milk  is  sold.

PUBLIC  SWBIMDJG  BATHS 


I am  indebted  to  the  Baths  Manager  1/lr.  D.  Shaw  for  supplying  me 
with  the  following  report. 

’’The  swimmingpool  at  Dukinfield  was  opened  in  April  1965*  Over  the 
past  12  months,  more  than  100,000  bathers  have  enjoyed  the  facilities 
extended  to  them. 

Over  300  awards  for  personal  survival  and  life  saving  have  been 
gained  by  the  school  children  in  Dukinfield,  during  the  past  12  months. 
The  temperature  of  the  pool  v/ater  is  maintained  84*^?  during  tho  winter, 
during  the  summer  it  is  lowered  to  betv/eon  and  80°F.  The  capacity 

of  the  pool  is  142,000  gallons  of  water,  the  whole  contents  are  treated 
every  3'|-  hours. 

Breakpoint  chlorination  is  maintained  to  give  a very  high  standard 
of  sterilisation.  Total  free  chlorine  is  kept  within  1.0  to  1,5  PPm.  pH 
7.8  to  8,0,  and  total  alkalinity  I80  to  200  ppm.” 


SmVERAGS 


I am  indebted  to  Mr,  l/V.  Kadfield,  Manager,  Stalybridge  and 
Dukinfield  Joint  Sewage  Vv'orks  for  the  following  report, 

"Due  to  the  age  of  the  plant  and  increased  load,  the  sewage  disposal 
facilities  are  not  adequate. 

The  Board  has  decided  to  build  a complete  new  works.  The  Ministry 
has  given  approval  in  principle  and  loan  sanction  has  been  granted  for 
the  sum  of  £207,000  for  the  first  phapo.  It  is  expected  that  construction 
will  start  during  the  coming  summer." 
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liilTEmniT  AND  CHILD  ftlilLFARE  SERVICES 


This  service  continues  to  he  administered  hy  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  and  a report  v/ill  he  found  in  a later  section*  I would,  however, 
like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  new  clinic  premises  on  Dewsnap  Lane 
which  no7/  caters  for  the  residents  in  that  portion  of  the  town  and  which 
is  appreciated  hy  them  for  its  ease  of  access  and  the  facilities  which 
it  offers. 


VM'fEREAL  DISEiiSES 


There  is  a centre  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  General  Hospital  (infirmary 
Section)  for  pationts  suffering  from  venereal  diseases.  This  service  is 
administered  hy  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

KOSPIT/iL  SERVICES 


The  area  is  covered  hy  the  Ashton,  Hyde  and  Glossop  group  of 
hospitals  and  approximately  75  per  cent  of  all  hospital  cases  are  treated 
at  the  Ashton  General  Hospital.  The  remaining  25  per  cent  are  referred

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Cleansing  Committee, 

Mr.  Mayor,  Mx»  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1967, 

The  steady  progress  of  1966  v/as  maintained  in  1967 . I'tr.  J.  Kenworthy 
the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  resigned  in  August  and  Mr.  B.Gotobed 
commenced  duties  in  October,  but  otherwise  we  had  a full  complement  of 
staff.  All  the  houses  in  the  Town  Lane  area  v/ere  inspected  and  subsequently 
several  Clearance  Areas  v;ere  declared^  it  is  hoped  that  1968  v/ill  see  the 
start  of  re-housing  the  occupants  from  these  areas.  Clearance  Areas  were 
declared  for  Parliament  Street,  Princess  Street  and  parts  of  Foundry  Street. 
When  cleared,  these  v/ill  reduce  the  areas  of  bad  housing  in  the  town.  Unless 
early  action  is  taken  to  deal  v/ith  the  dwellings  suggested  for  improvement 
in  the  Medical  Officer's  report  on  substandard  houses,  these  promises  will 
deteriorate  and  will  eventually  have  to  be  dealt  with  as  unfit  houses. 

As  more  Smoke  Control  Areas  are  declared  the  air  in  the  town  is 
becoming  cleaner,  as  is  demonstrated  by  both  the  local  and  national  air 
pollution  figures.  Dukinfield,  hov/ever,  is  low  down  in  the  local  league 
table  as  only  25^  of  houses  in  the  to?/n  are  included  in  operative  Smoke 
Control  Areas,  whereas  the  figures  for  adjoining  areas  are  - Denton  (97^) > 
Ashton-under-Lyne  (31^) j Hyde  (51^)?  and  Stalybridge  (36^).  I feel  v/e 
should  try  to  stop  up  the  programme. 

Because  we  are  a Diseases  of  Animals  authority,  the  department  was 
involved  in  the  Foot-and-Mouth  disease  outbreak,  which  necessitated  constant 
vigilance  at  the  slaughterhouse  to  ensure  that  no  infected  animals  were 
inadvertently  sent  for  slaughter.  The  supervision  of  the  disinfection  of  all 
cattle  trucks  coming  into  the  slaughterhouse  yard  and  local  piggeries  also 
caused  considerable  extra  work  as  did  the  issue  of  a large  number  of  licences. 
As  the  infection  spread,  and  more  and  more  roads  v/ere  closed  to  the  trucks 
transporting  animals,  authorising  routes  for  the  licences  caused  considerable 
hoadachos.  The  disease  spread  so  rapidly  that  the  Infected  Areas  expanded 
each  day  and  animals  were  being  sent  to  Dukinfield  from  considerable 
distances.  Swill  boilers  were  asked  to  taka  extra  precautions.  At  the 
request  of  the  farmers  in  the  Matley  area,  refuse  collection  from  the  farms 
v/as  temporarily  suspended  at  tho  height  of  the  outbreak. 
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The  Civic  Tiraonities  Act  £ind  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  on 
Rofuso  Collection  threw  moro  work  on  the  department  because,  aftor  the 
publication  of  the  reports  many  more  complaints  were  recoivod  about 
abandoned  cars  and  dumping  on  sites. 

Wc  receive  many  complaints  about  noise  nuisances.  The  prosecution 
of  one  firm  during  the  year  scorns  to  havo  achieved  some  iraprovoraont  in 
that  area.  Another  firm  v/hich  has  created  a lot  of  noise  in  a residential 
area  is  shortly  to  move  to  new  premises  in  the  industrial  area  where  their 
process  can  be  carried  on  indoors. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  action  had  to  be  taken  during  the 
year  against  gypsies  but  this  v/as  because  the  site  they  used  is  being  rapidly 
built  up  as  an  industrial  estate. 

The  routine  v/ork  of  the  department  in  the  inspection  of  food  premises, 
offices,  shops  and  similar  premises  has  continued  to  ensure  that  these 
comply  with  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  which  affect  them.  I feel  I 
should  compliment  all  the  staff  for  the  progress  v/hich  has  been  made  in 
maintaining  the  standard  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  in  the  tov/n.

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NOISE  ADATWiim  ACT,  1960 

During  the  year,  several  complaints  aDout  noise  were  received  in  the 
Department.  These  varied  from  hammering  at  night  in  one  factory  to  a high 
pitched  whinQ  from  an  extractor  fan  at  another.  Formal  action  was  taken 
in  3 cases  and  in  1 instance  a prosecution  resulted  in  the  firm  concerned 
giving  an  undertaking  to  the  Iiagistrates  to  keep  certain  doors  and  windov/s 
closed,  except  v;hen  goods  are  heing  loaded  and  unloaded.  Your  Inspectors 
had  warned  this  firm  over  a period  of  time  and  requests  had  been  made  for 
action  to  reduce  the  noise  complained  of.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether 

the  doors  and  windo7«/s  v/ill  be  kept  closed  during  the  summer  months. 

Ihiployeea  in  this,  and  other  premises  similarly  situated,  could  reduce 
the  noise  nuisance  if  they  would  keep  doors  and  windows  closed  when  they 

knov/  that  the  type  of  work  they  do  is  likely  to  create  a noise  nuisance. 

I reiterate  what  I said  last  year  - that  if  manufacturers  will  only 
design,  and  industrialists  purchase,  appliances  which  operate  as  quietly 
as  possible,  the  problem  would  be  more  or  less  overcome. 


SLUi'i  CLEARANCE 


Housing  inspections  wore  carried  out  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Council's 
Inspection  Programme,  Two  hundred  and  nineteen  houses  v/ere  represented  as 
unfit  and  included  in  Clearance  Areas  and  16  were  dealt  with  individually 
but  no  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  or  Clearance  Orders  were  made  during  the 
year. 


It  would  appear  that  the  number  of  families  awaiting  re-housing  from 
Clearance  Areas  will  be  insufficient  to  provide  tenants  for  the  houses 
now  being  erected  in  the  Town  Centre  area. 

DEIviOLITION  A'TD  CLEARANCE  OF  HOUSES 

Four  terraces  of  houses  wore  demolished  by  the  owners,  and  7 rov/s 
were  demolished  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  owners.  The  local 
authority  cleared  the  sites  of  the  Hall  Green  and  Globe  Square  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders  and  also  demolished  the  majority  of  the  houses  in  the 
Oxford  Road  (No.1)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  area. 

Demolition  continues  to  be  a problem,  especially  in  those  areas  where 
some  people  are  re-housed  v;ell  in  advance  of  the  confirmation  of  the 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  These  houses  are  not  usually  boarded  or  bricked 
up  and  thus  they  attract  vandals,  hooligans  and  vagrants  who  use  the 
houses  as  sleeping  quarters.  Life  becomes  difficult  for  the  remaining 
tenants  (v^ho  are  frequently  elderly  people)  as  gas  and  water  supplies  are 

tampered  with.

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If  only  part  of  a rov/  is  to  "be  demolished  an  imsightly  gatle  end  is 
created  which  very  often  includes  the  old  flues  which  have  to  he  left 
standing  to  support  tho  remaining  wall. 

Criticism  is  often  levelled  at  the  demolition  contractors  v/hon  they  hum 
old  timber  on  the  site  hut  I would  point  out  that  burning  is  the  best  method 
of  disposing  of  this  wood  which  is  often  affected  by  v;oodworm  and  dry  rot 
and  vi/hich  would  lead  to  trouble  if  used  elsev;here.

IMPROVEMENT  OP  HOUSES 


There  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number  of  Standard  Grants  paid  this 
year,  as  there  were  46  in  1966  and  only  23  in  1967.  V/hen  the  Medical  Officer 
presented  his  report  in  1966  on  the  sub  standard  houses  in  the  town,  he  gave 
details  (in  Part  II  of  the  report)  of  those  houses  which  he  considered  to  be 
suitable  for  improvement.  I feel  that  in  the  near  future,  certain  parts  of 
the  torn  should  be  designated  "Improvement  Areas".  The  Medical  Officer 
reported  that  about  1,000  houses  are  suitable  for  improvement  as  they  are 
of  sound  construction,  not  adjacent  to  unfit  houses  and  many  of  them  are  not 
affected  by  any  road  v/idening  proposals.  Some  of  thesp  houses  may  already 
have  been  improved  by  the  ovaiers  but  the  provision  of  modern  amenities  to 
the  other  houses  in  the  rov;  would  m.ake  all  the  houses  more  desirable 
properties .

Ho  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  wore  reported  to  the  Department 
during  the  year. 

DHAIHAGE 

V/lien  reports  of  'blocked  house  gullies,  drains  or  water  closets  are 
received  it  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  try  to  clear  the 
obstruction  by  plunging.  This  work  is  dona  by  our  own  drainiaan  as  a free 
service,  but  should  ho  fail  to  release  the  blockage,  the  necessary 
notices  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  are 
served  on  the  owners  to  cloEinse  and  place  in  proper  condition  the 
defective  drain.  At  one  time  this  work,  if  it  involved  several  houses, 
would  have  required  the  service  of  only  one  notice  on  one  landlord  as  he 
usually  owned  a row  of  houses  and  he  v^ould  have  employed  his  ov/n 
builder.  Now,  however,  there  are  many  more  owner  occupiers  which  often 
entails  the  service  of  separate  notices  on  several  owners,  or  obtaining 
agrooraent  forms  from  each  owner  before  the  work  is  carried  out.  The 
increasing  number  of  ov/ner  occupied  houses  is  another  sign  of  the 
affluence  of  our  society.

There  are  10  pail  closets  remaining,  all  in  the  Latley  area.  We  have 
not,  a.s  yet,  been  successful  in  persuading  anyone  to  take  up  the  Council’s 
offer  of  £20  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  carry  out  a survey  of  this  area  in  1968  to  sec  whether 
water  closets  could  bo  drained  into  blocks  with  septic  tanks.  Lany  of  the 
properties  in  this  area  have  the  other  amenities. 
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DISII'JFESTATIOIT  MW  DISIT^FECTIOH 


During  the  year,  v/e  had  more  than  the  usual  number  of  complaints  of 
infestations  by  bugs  and  other  insects.  The  infected  premises  are  treated 
v;ith  the  D.D.T  and  Gamraoxano  insecticides  which  need  time  to  effect  a complete 
eradication.  The  preparations  only  kill  live  insects  and  do  not  destroy  the 
eggs.  Repeated  applications  are  needed  to  kill  the  young  as  soon  as  they  are 
hatched  from  the  eggs. 

Disinfestations  and  disinfection  of  house  properties  are  provided  as 
free  services  but  a charge  is  made  for  business  premises. 

One  family  had  to  be  taken  to  Monsall  Hospital  Disinfection  Unit  during 
the  year. 

Disinfectants  and  disinfestation  liquids  and  powder  are  sold  at  a 
nominal  cost  at  the  office.  Old  age  pensioners  are  allov;ed  free  disinfectant 
on  production  of  pension  books.

CLEM  AIR 

V/e  continue  to  make  only  slow  progress  in  Dukinfield  so  we  are  well 
down  on  the  league  table  of  the  S.E.L.N.S.C.  authorities.  At  the  end  of 
1967  only  about  2^fo  of  the  premises  v;ithin  the  Borough  had  been  included  in 
Smoke  Control  Areas,  although  when  the  Armadale  (No. 8)  Order  becomes 
operative  in  19^9  this  will  increase  our  percentage.  Adjacent  authorities 
are  moving  ahead  much  faster  than  Dukinfield  in  this  matter. 

Warnings  have  been  given  to  people  burning  material  on  open  sites  in 
Smoke  Control  Areas  and  informal  action  has  usually  had  the  desired  effect 
of  abating  the  nuisances. 

Because  the  dates  of  operation  of  the  Nicholson  Square  (No. 6)  and 
Dewsnap  (No. 7)  Smoke  Control  Orders  v;ere  postponed,  some  householders  did 
not  realise  the  Order  had  eventually  come  into  operation  and  we  had  to  send 
out  letters  to  all  promises  in  these  areas,  as  some  householders  v/ere  burning 
coal  after  the  operative  dates.  The  postponement  of  a Smoke  Control  Order 
involves  this  department  in  much  extra  work. 

To  my  knowledge,  there  was  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels  during  the  year. 
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CL3M  AIR  (Cont'd) 


Approval  was  given  in  1966  for  the  installation  of  an 
incinerator  to  hurn  cotton  waste  and  this  appliance  came  into 
operation  during  1967*  After  consideralile  teething  troubles  this 
machine  is  now  v/orking  satisfactorily  and  has  eliminated  a nuisance 
which  in  the  past  has  caused  much  concern  to  your  Inspectors. 


Approval  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  height  of  a new 
chimney. 


The  graph  on  page  39  shows  the  atmospheric  pollution  situation 
over  the  last  5 years.  At  recent  meetings  convened  hy  the  Mnistry 
of  Technology  in  London,  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  research  has 
proved  that,  in  a number  of  areas,  smoke  concentration  has  dropped 
to  approximately  half  the  quantity  of  8 years  ago  and  the  decrease 
in  sulphur  dioxide  shov/s  a fall  of  approximately  60fo  over  the  same 
period.  These  findings  confirm  what  Public  Health  Insuectors  have 
been  saying,  from,  their  ov/n  readings,  for  a number  of  years  and  from 
an  observation  of  the  atmosphere  - that  there  has  been  a steady 
decrease  in  the  particulate  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere. 

It  is  only  by  greater  efforts,  however,  that  we  shall  reduce 
pollution  to  an  acceptable  level. 

The  S.E.L.N.E.C.  group’s  standard  grants  procedure  ssem.s  to  be 
v;orking  very  satisfactorily  and  the  Ministry,  we  are  informed, 
intend  to  bring  out  standard  prices,  based  on  our  figures,  for  the 
whole  country.

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FOOD  DRUGS  ACT  1955 

The  food  promises  in  the  tovm  (which  are  administered  under  the  Food 
^d  Dru^s  Act  1955  end  the  Regulations  made  thereunder)  are  regularly 
inspected.  The  promises  consist  mainly  of  many  typos  of  small  shops,  a 
number  of  bakehouses,  1 largo  catering  establishment,  1 7/holesale  grocery 
warehouse  and  a producer  of  pre-packed  vegetables.  Twenty  informal 
notices  were  served  and  21  complied  with.  The  type  of  defects  which  were 
remedied  are  listed  below.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  some  cases 
loaves  something  to  bo  desired  and  whilst  these  premises  are  not  insanitary 
within  the  moaning  of  the  Act,  they  are  not  as  clean  as  one  expects  food 
premises  to  be.  The  majority  are  maintained  in  a very  satisfactory  way. 

Bad  housekeeping  in  a small  number  of  promises  in  the  town  results  in 
situations  where  food  deteriorates  and  becomes  infested  with  insects 
because  it  is  not  rotated  when  deliveries  are  made.  If  the  proprietors 
only  realised  the  dangers  from^  food  poisoning,  insect  infestation,  etc. 
they  would  pay  more  attention  to  this  matter.

A new  problem  arising  is  that  of  vending  machines  for  hot  drinks  in 
factories.  Those  machines  are  not  always  maintained  in  a clean  and 
satisfactory  condition.  Informal  action  usually  has  the  desired  effect 
of  having  the  machine  cleaned  and  serviced  satisfactorily  but  this  only 
happens  when  inspections  are  carried  out  and  it  makes  one  wonder  how 
often  these  machines  are  cleaned  when  the  Inspector  does  not  call. 

It  is  not  generally  realised  that  it  is  an  offence  for  a second 
hand  dealer  to  sell  food  or  conversely,  for  a food  shop  to  sell  second 
hand  clothing  and  one  notice  has  been  sent  during  the  year  informing  the 
proprietor  of  a food  shop  that  he  was  not  permitted  to  sell  second  hand 
clothes  and  food  at  one  and  the  same  time.

Some  of  the 
electrically  operated  refrigerated  storage  cahinots  v/ere  checked  and  found 
to  ho  maintained  at  their  correct  temperature. 

TRAVELLING  SALES  VMS 

The  ^'ood  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations 
came  into  operation  on  1st  January  1967*  All  the  food  vans  it  was  possible 
to  find  v/ero  inspected  and  generally,  they  complied  with  the  Regulations.  In 
some  cases  however,  they  required  structural  alterations  so  that  wash  hand 
basins  etc.  could  be  fitted.  Letters  to  the  firm  concerned  evinced  the  reply 
that  the  vans  were  being  altered  on  a rota  basis  and  subsequent  inspections 
proved  the  v/ork  had  been  done.  Further  inspections  will  be  carried  out  to  see 
that  other  vehicles  coming  into  the  town  comply  with  the  Regulations.

Inspection  of  Canned  and  Othor  Foods 


Inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  staff  at  the  various  retail  and 
wholesale  premises  in  the  town  and  result  in  the  condemnation  of  quantities 
of  goods  each  year.  This  work  takes  up  quite  a lot  of  time  hut  is  v;ell  worth 
the  trouble  taken  if  it  prevents  unfit  food  reaching  the  public.  All  the 
food  is  voluntarily  surrendered  to  us  and  a condemnation  certificate  issued, 
after  which  the  food  is  buried  at  the  tip  under  at  least  6 feet  of  refuse.

Factory  and  School  Canteens 

Those  are  generally  maintained  in  a very  good  state.  One  informal 
notice  was  served  on  a factory  canteen  during  the  year  and  at  the  close 
of  the  year  this  notice  had  not  been  fully  complied  with. 


Licensed  Premises 


I-Icst  licensed  premises  now  maintain  a very  good  standard  of  food 
hygiene.  At  some  of  the  older  promises  in  slum  clearance  areas  the 
minimum  standard  has  boon  asked  for  as  it  is  hoped  these  v/ill  be 
demolished  and  now  public  houses  erected  on  adjacent  sites,  work  was 
carried  out  at  a number  of  these  premises  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  and  also  with  the  Offices,  ^hops  and  Railway 
Promises  Act. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958 
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The  tv/o  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  toi;ni  are  kept  in  a clean  and 
hygienic  condition.  All  the  animals  are  slaughtered  humanely  and  the 
carcases  dressed  under  good  conditions.  Every  facility  is  afforded  to  your 
Inspectors  to  c arry  out  the  inspection  of  the  carcases  and  offals,  etc. 

The  ov/ners  of  the  slaughterhouses  have  enabled  us  to  assist  in  the 
training  of  pupil  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  v;e  have  had  pupils  from 
Denton,  Middleton,  Ashton  under  Lyne  and  Glossop.  Some  students  come 
voluntarily  on  Sundays  v/hich  shov;s  their  keenness  to  learn  about  this 
section  of  their  work.  \7e  are  grateful  to  the  slaughterhouse  ovmers  for 
their  assistance. 

Great  attention  is  paid  at  the  slaughterhouses  to  the  cleanliness  of 
the  prem-ises  and,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  slaughterhouse  ovmers, 
improvements  are  constantly  being  carried  out.  During  the  year,  tests  were 
carried  out  with  paper  wiping  cloths  for  the  carcases.  These  were  not  very 
satisfactory  but  in  view  of  the  new  Regulations  which  come  into  force  on 
l3t  November  1968,  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  will  then  have  to  be 
discontinued  as  they  are  considered  to  be  an  insanitary  method  of  cleaning 
carcases.  Some  other  method  v/ill  have  to  be  found. 

Sunday  and  Holiday  inspections  are  still  required  and  your  Inspectors  take 
a day  off  in  lieu  the  following  v/eek. 

Meat  marking  is  carried  out  under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations. 

'-‘■'he  nur.iber  of  animals  slaughtered  and.  inspected  has  fallen  considerably. 
This  is  mainly  due  to  the  foot  and  mouth'  epidemic  which  resulted  in  a drop 
of  10,000  lambs  and  over  15O  cattle  during  the  year, 

.The  incidence  of  disease  shov/s  a rise  for  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis  and  cysticorcoais  bovis  and  a decrease  in  tuberculosis.  One 
cow  v/as  condemned  because  of  tuberculosis  and  one  bullock  was  condemned 
because  of  bruising.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  RAILV/AY  PRJiajSILS  ACT,  1963 

Routine  inspections  of  these  premises  have  "been  made  during  the  year 
and  the  number  of  contraventions  of  the  Act  has  decreased  considerably.  It 
is  found  that  the  premises  generally  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Act,  the  sanitary  conveniences  being  the  major  contravention  as  they  are 
not  always  kept  as  clean  and  well  lighted  as  required.  Checks  of  lighting 
in  the  premises  have  been  carried  out,  usually  with  satisfactory  results. 
Pour  informal  notices  v/ere  served  and  19  were  complied  with.  No  accidents 
have  been  reported  during  the  year  but  it  is  thought  this  may  be  due  to 
ignorance  of  the  fact  that  accidents  should  be  reported  to  the  local 
authority.  It  is  pointed  out  to  the  occupiers  at  the  time  of  inspection 
that  accidents  should  be  reported  and  the  Accident  Book  kept  up  to  date.

Those  are  the  concern  of  the  department  from  the  cleanliness  point  of 
view.  V/ith  the  help  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  v/e  have  hieen  able  to  make  a 
small  contribution  in  cleaning  and  decorating  certain  premises,  and 
assisting  with  furniture,  clothing  etc.  through  the  W.V.S.  and  the 
Cleansing  Department's  furniture  removal  section.  One  feels  that  the 
Welfare  Committee  are  now  moving  in  the  right  direction  as  they  are 
providing  more  material  individual  help  to  the  aged  people  and  problem 
families . 

"Help"  notices  and  suitable  leaflets  were  supplied  to  doctors,  Health 
Visitors,  etc.  asking  them  to  notify  the  secretary  about  old  people  who 
required  assistance.  There  was  little  or  no  response  to  these  notices  and 
leaflets. 


PLACES  OF  EbWERTAn^OW 


Only  3 places  of  entertainment  are  known  to  the  department,  the  Oxford 
Music  Hall,  the  Princess  Bingo  Hall  and  the  Jubilee  Hall.  Two  notices  were 
served,  one  was  complied  with  and  the  premises  generally  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the 
various  other  Regulations  affecting  them. 

PETROLEUl/I  (consolidation)  ACT  1928 

During  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  inspected  all  the 
petroleum  installations  in  the  town.  The  new  certificate  used  by  the 
electrical  contractors  undertaking  the  annual  checking  of  the  electrical 
equipment  associated  with  petrol  pumps,  appears  to  have  been  instrumental 
in  ensuring  that  the  contractors  make  a thorough  check  of  the  electrical 
installation.  This  check  has  a great  bearing  on  the  fire  hazard  of  the 
petrol  installation  generally. 

In  no  case  v/as  it  necessary  to  take  legal  action  but  15  informal 
notices  were  served  and  23  complied  with. 

OFFMSIVE  TRADES 


Tv;o  offensive  trades  were  registered  v/ithin  the  Borough,  both  for 
sorting  rags.  One  letter  was  sent  regarding  compliance  and  the  necessary 
work  was  carried  out.

Rodent  Control 


57 


A regular  inspection  of  the  district  is  made  by  the  rodent  operator 
employed  by  the  local  authority  and  treatment  is  given  v/here  necessary. 
Business  firms  pay  for  this  service  but  dv;ellinghouses  are  treated  free  of 
charge. 

As  a routine  measure  drains  are  tested  where  recurring  complaints  of 
rodent  infestation  occur.  Frequently  broken  drains  have  been  found,  thus 
necessitating  the  service  of  notices  but  no  legal  action  has  been  necessary 
during  the  year.  One  notice  v/as  served  and  complied  v/ith. 

No  sewer  treatment  v/as  carried  out  during  the  year,  because  of  pressure 
of  other  v/ork.  The  river  banks  v;ere  treated  but  considerable  trouble  is 
experienced  with  infestations  of  rata  in  the  area  commonly  knovrni  as 
Cuckoo  Square,  There  sjce  several  piggeries  on  this  site.  Y/ith  the 
co-operation  of  the  pig  keepers  and  site  holders,  regular  treatments  are 
carried  out  but  the  whole  situation  of  this  squalid  area,  forms  a breeding 
ground  for  rodents.  YYhilst  the  site  owners  do  all  in  their  power  to  try  to 
keep  the  infestation  down,  the  only  real  way  of  ever  clearing  rats  from 
this  site  is  by  demolishing  the  whole  area  and  putting  new  drains  and  new 
buildings  on  the  site.

Dukinfield  was  included  in  the  Infected  Areas  at  the  "beginning  of 
October  and  this  necessitated  a lot  of  additional  work  as  the  local 
authority  must  check  licences  before  any  cattle  can  come  into  the  area. 
As  we  have  a large  slaughterhouse  in  the  tovm  and  as  the  markets  were 
closed  at  the  regular  places  v/here  cattle  are  normally  bought  by  this 
slaughterhouse  it  meant  that  the  slaughterhouse  ovmers  were  having  to 
take  a large  number  of  licences  to  obtain  the  necessary  number  of 
animals  required  for  slaughter  to  provide  the  meat  for  this  area.  In 
addition  disinfection  of  vehicles  had  to  be  supervised  as  they  were 
coming  in  at  various  times  of  the  day  and  night.  This  resulted  in  some 
inconvenience  to  the  members  of  your  staff?  checking  that  vehicles  were 
disinfested. 

Fowl  Pest  (infected  /irea  Restrictions)  Order  195^ 

There  v/as  nothing  to  report  in  196?. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (V/aste  Food)  Order  1957 

VThilst  13  sterilising  plants  are  licensed  under  this  Order?  the  use 
of  kitchen  waste  fort he  feeding  of  animals  is  decreasing  in  this  area. 
During  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic  inspections  were  carried  out  to  make 
sure  that  all  the  plants  were  being  operated  and  the  treatment  of  the 
waste  carried  out  as  required  under  the  Order.

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UlTALTHORISED  TIPPIITG 


The  various  open  sites  v;hich  havo  been  cleared  due  to  slum  clearance 
and  the  sites  left  on  the  housing  estates  as  open  spaces  seem  to  offer  an 
open  invitation  to  the  nearby  inhabitants  and  others  to  deposit  any  scrap 
or  mattresses  etc.  they  wish  to  get  rid  of.  In  addition,  tatters  collect 
item.s  from  houses,  sort  them  over  on  those  sites  and  leave  behind  anything 
they  do  not  v;ant.  Lorry  drivers  and  small  contractors  v/ith  unv/anted  stones, 
bricks,  fireplaces  etc.  dump  them  on  the  nearest  available  site,  leaving 
an  eye  sore.  No  one  ever, sees  the  persons  concerned  carrying  uut  this 
dumping.  Whilst  the  Cleansing  section  has  a special  collection  for  the 
purpose  of  picking  up  furniture  and  miscellaneous  items  for  which  a small 
charge  is  made  and  which  has  been  widely  used,  this  still  does  not  seem 
to  m.eet  tho  need  of  these  litter  louts, 

ABANDONED  VEHICLES 


Cars  v/hich  have  been  abandoned  (after  they  have  been  stripped  of 
anything  of  value)  on  open  land  and  garage  sites,  are  providing  the 
department  with  more  and  more  problems.  It  would  seem  easy  to  trace  the 
owner  of  a vehicle  when  the  number  plates  are  on  it.  In  fact,  we  find  that 
in  almost  every  case  the  last  owner  (as  notified  to  the  licensing 
authorities)  denies  that  the  vehicle  is  his  and  says  he  sold  it  to  some 
person  unknown.  This  would  appear  to  make  a mockery  of  the  licensing 
provisions,  as  when  a person  sells  a vehicle  he  is  supposed  to  notify  the 
licensing  authority  of  that  fact  and  state  who  the  new  owner  is.  If  this 

is  so,  I feel  it  would  help  if  a few  prosecutions  of  last  owners  were 

carried  out,  which  may  result  in  the  law  being  complied  with. 

A voluntary  agreement  is  in  force  with  a car  breaker  in  the  town  to 

dispose  of  these  unv/anted  vehicles  where  no  ov/ner  can  be  traced.  The 

department  arranged  for  the  removal  of  ^6  abandoned  vehicles  from  various 
sites  in  the  town.  If  the  ov/ner  can  be  traced,  he  is  notified  of  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  car  breakers  in  the  town  which  usually  results  in  the 
car  being  disposed  of.

Refuse  Collection 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  a 
v/eekly  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  which  was  only  delayed 
after  holidays?  staff  sickness  and  labour  shortages.  This  good 
performance  is  due  to  the  incentive  offered  by  the  bonus  scheme  v/hich 
allows  additional  payment  for  extra  bins  and  refuse  collected. 

The  bonus  scheme  is  proving  to  be  a mixed  blessing.  V/e  have  to  rely 
on  the  aceuracy  of  the  men  in  recording  the  number  of  extra  bins 
collected  and  this  figure  has  tended  to  grow  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
normal  number  of  bins.  Checks  will  be  made  to  see  if  this  difficulty  can 
be  overcome. 

Difficulty  is  now  being  experienced  at  the  two-car  house  and  at 
places  where  cars  are  parked  in  the  front  drive,  leaving  insufficient 
room  for  the  men  to  roll  out  a dustbin. 

Refuse  continues  to  increase  and  become  bulkier,  especially  in  the 
smoke  control  areas  where  many  people  are  having  2 dustbins  when  they 
change  over  to  piped  fuel  supplies.  When  more  plastic  containers  are 
used  (and  there  is  talk  of  introducing  plastic  milk  bottles  which 
average  2 bottles  per  house  per  day)  dustbins  of  3-4  cubic  feet  capacity 
?/ill  be  insufficient  to  cope  with  this  refuse.  It  makes  one  wonder  what 
will  be  the  ultimate  size  of  the  refuse  bin  or  paper  sack.  I feel  that 
trials  of  paper  sacks  and  plastic  dustbins  should  be  carried  out. 

Vehicles 


Once  again  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  because  of 
breakdowns.  In  Blay  19^7  a second  hand  vehicle  was  purchased  to  act  as  a 
spare.  This  has  proved  its  worth  many  times  over,  I v/ould  like  to  thank 
all  the  other  authorities  who  loaned  vehicles  to  us  during  the  emergency. 
In  somo  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  reciprocate  by  loaning  our  spare 
vehicle  to  these  authorities.  Due  to  the  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse 
and  the  increasing  number  of  new  houses  in  the  smoke  control  areas  on 
the  hillsides  in  the  higher  part  of  the  town,  the  larger  type  of 
compression  vehicle  will  have  to  be  considered  when  purchasing  the  next 
refuse  collector.

At  the  farm  cottages  in  the  rural  area  of  the  Borough  there  are  10 
pail  closets.  These  are  em.ptied  weekly,  a most  unwholesome  task.

Provis ion  of  dustbins 


Prom  April  1st  1959  the  council  has  operated  a bin  replacement 
scheme.  Bins  have  been  ronouod  by  the  council  and  charged  against  the 
General  Rate,  At  nev/ly  erected  houses  the  first  bin  is  provided  by  the 
builder  or  owner, 

I think  that  paper  saclcs  or  plastic  bins  will  have  to  be  considered 
for  refuse  collection  in  the  future  with  a preference  for  paper  sacks  to 
cope  with  the  changing  nature  of  refuse  and  to  promote  easier  handling. 
These  methods  of  collection  will  also  assist  in  obtaining  suitable 
labour  as  refuse  collection  would  be  easier  and  more  hygienic. 

During  the  year  321  bins  wore  issued,  309  to  private  houses  and  12 
to  business  firms  and  other  organisations. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Tipping  continued  on  Golf  Club  land  but  unfortiwiat ely  we  had  to 
cease  work  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  because  of  vehicle  breakdowns 
and  staff  shortages.  The  land  then  became  a common  dump  which  led  to 
complaints  from  residents  in  the  area.  Because  of  the  complaints  the 
Committee  decided  to  cease  tipping  on  this  land  and  subsequently  the 
site  was  levelled.  In  due  course,  we  shall  grade  and  cover  the  area  but 
I feel  this  will  not  stop  illicit  dumping.  We  resumed  tipping  on 
Dunkirk  Tip  when  we  were  unable  to  use  the  Golf  Club  land. 

The  restriction  on  the  tipping  of  trade  waste  at  Dunkirk  Lane  tip 
continues.  Certain  firms  in  the  tovn  still  have  the  privilege  of  tipping 
waste  (other  than  material  V7hich  constitutes  a fire  hazard)  on  the  tip. 

The  amount  received  from  industrial  tipping  during  the  year  was  £442. 

The  tip  has  been  maintained  in  good  order  with  a fair  amount  of 
control.  This  has  been  difficult  at  times  because  of  the  situation  of 
the  tip  and  the  type  of  refuse  now  being  dealt  with.  The  mechanical 
shovel  is  tending  to  churn  heavy  v/heel  ruts  in  the  buoyant  waste  in  wet 
weather.  Ultimately  a tracked  vehicle  will  have  to  be  purchased  to 
overcome  this  difficulty, 

Alternativo  Tipping  Sites 

No  discussions  have  taken  place  during  this  year  about  alternative 
tipping  sites  but  meetings  are  continuing  between  members  of  the  Councils 
and  the  Cleansing  Officers  of  Stalybridge,  Ashton  under  Lyne  and 
Dukinfield  regarding  the  provision  of  a refuse  disposal  plant.  Visits  are 
being  made  to  view  pulverisation  plants  in  operation  in  parts  of  the 
county  and  ultimately  the  Officers  will  report,  with  their  recommendations, 
to  a joint  committee  of  all  three  authorities.

Y/aste  Paper 


Turing  the  year  there  was  a decrease  in  the  amount  of  7/aste  paper 
collected.  People  are  not  now  interested  in  salvaging  waste  materials.  Not 
all  shopkeepers  co-operate^  as  they  do  not  alv/ays  flatten  boxes  and  tie 
them  together  for  easy  handling  so  time  is  v/asted  hy  m.en  in  collecting 
salvage  from  shops.  Letters  have  been  sent,  and  visits  made,  to  the  shop- 
keepers concerned,  requesting  their  co-operation  and  v/hilst  these  have 
caused  some  improvement  for  a time,  this  is  usually  only  of  a temporary 
nature.  Another  source  of  waste  paper  v;as  lost  to  us  when  the  firm 
concerned  decided  to  sell  the  waste  paper  direct  to  a merchant.  The  price 
of  7;aste  paper  dropped  from  8/3d  to  8/-d  per  cv/t.  in  May  1967. 

Kitchen  Waste

Trade  Refuse 


A charge  must  be  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  and  the 
amount  received  during  1967  was  £357 • This  is  mainly  from  the  smaller 
factories.  As  the  number  of  small  factories  in  the  town  increases  so  the 
service  grows  and  it  may  be  that  ultimately  bulk  containers  will  bo 
necessary.  I foel  that  perhaps  the  next  vehicle  we  purchase  should  be 
suitable  for  use  with  bulk  containers. 

Collection  of  Furniture 


The  collection  of  furniture  and  miscellaneous  items  continues  to 
increase  but  there  is  sometimes  a backlog  in  this  collection  at  times  of 
vehicle  breakdovm  and  staff  shortages.  The  regular  domestic  collection 
is  always  given  priority.  It  may  be  that  ultimately  a flat  vehicle  for 
loading  furniture  and  miscellaneous  items  will  be  needed  for  this  work 
rather  than  an  expensive  refuse  collection  vehicle.

Extra  labour  has  been  engaged  at  various  times  to  overcome  staff 
shortages  and  to  cope  with  the  longer  holidays  now  allowed  to  the  long 
service  employees. 

Mr.  Duckworth,  the  Foreman,  retired  on  account  of  ill-health.  He  had 
given  long  and  valuable  service  to  the  department  and  I v/as  sorry  to  lose 
his  services. 

The  older  men  are  feeling  the  strain  of  the  increased  walking  on  the 
hillier  terrain  of  the  new  housing  estates.  Bronchitis  is  predominant  among 
the  workmen  and  I am  wondering  v;h ether  this  may  be  aggravated  by  the  use  of 
rear  loading  vehicles.  When  side  loading  vehicles  were  in  use,  the  dustmen 
tended  to  open  the  shutters  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  vehicle  on  v/indy 
days  which  allowed  the  dust  to  blow  away  from  them.  With  the  rear  loading 
vehicles,  no  such  escape  for  the  dust  is  possible,  consequently  it 
flies  back  into  the  men’s  faces  which  could  aggravate  this  chronic  disease.

At  one  tine  it  was  felt  that  it  nay  he  necessary  to 
hold  another  Welfare  session  and  the  Comittee  agreed  to  this 
action.  However,  \-!e  have  found  that  it  is  possible  to  manage 
on  one  afternoon  per  v/eek  and  this  is  nore  economical  of  staff 
tine  both  medical  and  nursing. 

During  the  year  the  total  attendances  at  both  the  clinics 
was  3 >9^6  and  264  new  cases  were  seen  - figures  v;hich  are 
approximately  the  sane  as  those  for  ^^66,  Mrs.  M.  Sherratt 
7/ho  resigned  in  Aagust  v/as  only  recently  replaced  by  LIrs .

Problem  Families 

At  present  there  are  31  known  problem  families  in  the 
Division  and  a great  deal  of  effort  is  expended  by  all  members 
of  the  staff  in  an  attempt  to  uplift  and  finally  resolve  the 
family  problems  and  rehabilitate  the  family. 

A bi-montlily  case  conference  formerly  convened  by  the  Area 
Children’s  Officer  and  attended  by  representatives  from  the 
interested  departments  and  voluntary  bodies  has  now  been  super- 
seded by  case  conferences  on  special  cases. 

Much  use  is  made  of  voluntary  bodies,  particularly  T/.R.V.S. 
and  S.S.A.F.A.  in  provision  of  cash  grants  and  clothing  to 
needy  families.  The  cash  grants  usually  are  obtained  to  pay  rent 
arrears  when  eviction  is  threatened  and  to  alleviate  other  debts 
which  may  be  creating  problems.

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  progTamme  v/as  ijursued  during  1967  and 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  school  children  tested  and 
vaccinated. 

I was  disappointed  v/ith  the  reduction  in  the  percentage  of 
consents,  84.68  compared  with  90.78  1966,  especially  as  this 

form  of  vaccination  gives  excellent  protection  against  tuberculosis. 
During  the  year  we  continued  to. use  the  Dermojet  vaccination 
teclmique  with  encouraging  results.  This  method  is  both  quicker 
and  more  acceptable  to  the  children  and  may  prove  to  be  the  method 
of chcice  in  the  future.

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Handicapped  Persons 

We  are  finding  a continuing  demand,  for  assistance,  from 
handicapped  persons,  - a result  rather  of  am  increasing  Icnowledge 
of  v/hat  the  Committee  can  provide  than  of  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases.  IXiring  the  year  ¥irs.  I'J.  Harris  the  part-time  occupat- 
ional therapist  has  spent  a groat  deal  of  her  time  in  advising 
and  assisting  patients  with  snail  adptations  and  aids  v;-ithin  the 
home  23  patients  have  been  referred  for  help  and  advice  - very 
often  the  provision  of  a simple  aid  and  advice  on  planning  is  all 
that  is  required.  Occasionally  more  complex  work  is  required  but 
it  is  obvious  that  the  work  of  the  occupational  therapist  is 
becoming  a necessary*  part  of  maintaining  a patient  in  happy  home 
surroundings . 

The  Hulcinfield  Graft  Class  continued  on  Tuesda;^’’  afternoons 
and  has  no\/  extended  its  programme  to  alternate  Thursday  evenings 
for  social  activities.  The  Stalybridge  Craft  Class  on  Thursday 
afternoons  and  Tuesday  evenings  continues  and  attendances  have 
increased. 

Several  sp)ecial  functions  have  been  arranged  varying  from  day 
trips  to  the  sea-side,  film  shows,  cookery  demonstrations,  bring 
& buy  sales  and  an  exliibition  of  handicrafts  in  conjunction  with 
the  Welfare  Section  of  the  7/ar  Pensions  branch  of  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security. 

Haring  the  year  a special  vehicle  for  handicapped  person.s 
was  provided  to  serve  this  division  as  well  as  Hyde  and  Worth 
East  Cheshire.  Tv/o  part-time  feraale  drivers  were  appointed  and 
the  use  of  this  vehicle  ha.s  meant  that  the  more  severely  handi- 
capped can  now  be  brought  into  the  centres  for  both  handicraft 
and  social  activities.

26  Male  and  25  Female  patients  v^ere  treated  at  Out-Patient 
Clinics  during  the  year,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  for  their 
admittance  to  Hospital. 


60  Male  and  92  Female  patients  were  referred  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  from  the  Local  Psychiatric  Unit  for  care  by  the 
department . 


1 Male  and  5 Fouiale  patients  were  referred  to  the  department 
and  arrangements  made  for  their  day  care  at  Ashton  General  Hospital. 

4 Male  and  1 Female  patient  were  referred  by  the  Courts  for 
follov;-up . 


36  Males  and  50  Females  were  referred  to  the  depoirtment  and 
follo'/ving  investigation  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  were 
referred  to  other  agencies. 
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During  the  year  one  male  subnormal  patient  v/as  admitted  into 
permanent  care  tlirough  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Domicilliary  supervision  of  Subnormal  and  Severely  Subnormal 
patients  residing  in  the  community  have  been  carried  out  in  the 
district  and  a total  of  1,032  home  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  during  the  year. 

To  relieve  home  situations  and  to  give  the  family  the 
opportunity  of  having  a break  from  their  responsibilitity , 5 l^ale 
and  6 Femalo  Subnormal  patients  were  adLiitted  into  various  Homes 
and  Hospitals  for  short  periods. 

Unfortunately  during  the  year  2 Male  patients  were  conmiitted 
to  Hospital  by  Magistrates  Courts  under  Section  60  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act. 

Home  visits  to  the  Psychiatric  Patients  have  increased 
considerably  during  the  year  and  the  Mental  YJolfarc  Officers 
made  1,953  visits  to  such  patients. 

Patients  in  the  community  have  been  convoyed  to  the  Out-Patient 
Clinic  for  consultations  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  or  to 
receive  treatment  throughout  the  year  and  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  have  conveyed  159  such  cases. 

In  close  co-operation  v/ith  the  hospital  services,  the 
Mental  ¥/elfc.re  Officers  have  accompanied  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist 
to  patient's  hones  on  208  occasions  with  a view  to  deciding  the  best 
form  of  treatment  to  be  afforded  the  patient. 

Lb:.  Dilv/orth,  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  is  on  a two  years  leave 
of  absence  and  is  attending  the  Manchester  College  of  Commerce  on  a 
full-time  study  course  for  a certificate  in  social  work. 

During  the  year  Mr.  L.  Dowson  was  appointed  as  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  joining  the  staff  from  Denbigh  County  Council.  Mr.  Unsworth 
was  appointed  as  Trainee  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  joining  the  staff 
from  the  County  Police.
